Dated at St James's, January 5, 1724. 

AND to the End that all Vice and De- 

bauchery may be prevented, and Religion 
and Virtue practiſed by all Officers, private 
Soldiers, Mariners, and others who are em- 
ployed in our Service by Sea or Land; We do 
hereby ſtrictly charge and command all our 
Commanders and Officers whatſoever, that 
they do take care to avoid all Profaneneſs, 
Debauchery, and other Immoralities : and that 
by their own good and virtuous Lives and 
Converſations, they do fet good Examples to 
all ſuch as are under their Care and Authority; 
and likewife take care of and inſpect the Be- 
haviour of all ſuch as are under them, and 
puniſh all thoſe who ſhall be guilty of any of 
the Offences aforeſaid, as they will be an- 


ſwerable for the ill Conſequences of thei 
Neglect therein. | 
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4A® the good Sutceſs of our Maritime Affair 
is one of the principal Concerns of this out 
Iſland, fo nothing will, I concerve, more directly 
tend thereunto than the good Behaviour ef our 
Seamen. For this would at once procure us the 
Favour and Protection ef Almighty God, ann 
the Efteem and Confidence of all foreign Nations. 
Whereas the Miſcarriages of tov many of our 
Seamen, for 1 Years paſt, have occaſioned 
great Reproach to us Abroad, and have been the 
Cauſe of great Damage to ns at Home, The 
Murder of Commanders, the running ' away 
with the Ships, and the Combinations of Pirates, 
are the Works of Savages and Banditti, not” of 
1 and though theſe Men were born in 
a Chriflian Land, they were Strangers to the 
Principles and Power of the Chriftian Religion, 
or they could not be thus barbarous : And there- 
ore, when their Caſe comes to be thoroughly con- 
oi /idered, it will appear, that no ſufficient Re- 
an · ¶ medies can be provided for theſe miſchievous 
hei Diſa/ters, till there be particular Care taken 
or the good Education and religious Inſtruc- 
tion of ſuch as are deſigned for a Sea-faring 
Life; and till conflant Prayers and good Go- 
vernment be generally ſet up in our Ships.

But 
more eſpecially becauſe your way of Buſineſs 
carries you abroad into all Parts of the known 
World, where you converſe with Papiſts, 
Tecks, Heathens, and Infidels of all — ; 
among whom, your good or ill Behaviour will 
either credit or reproach our Church and Na- 


tion. For ſuch as know not our Heavenly 


Bible, or cannot get or read our Books, have 
A 3 no 
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no other way to judge of our, Religion, but 
by the Lives of ſuch as profeſs it. And there- 
fore, ſince all the ſober Part of Mankind are 
aſſured that vicious and immoral Actions are 
baſe and abominable ; if they ſee you guilty 


of ſuch things, they will not only deſpiſe you, 
but contemn your Religion alſo, And thus, 


alas] has the great and venerable Name of our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt been too often blaſphemed, 


and his holy and bleſſed Doctrine depiſed. 


It is therefore with great Sorrow of Heart 
that we conſider how unfit very many of our 
Seamen are to be Repreſentatives of our holy 
Religion abroad, and what Contempt they bring 
upon it by their unchriſtian Behaviour. We 
cannot but lament that we obſeve too many 
of them rather defying than adoring the great 
and terrible God, © in whoſe Hands their Breath 
is , and without whoſe Mercy they cannot live 
a Moment here, and will very ſuddenly periſh 
for ever. For which Reaſons nothing in this 
World can be ſo much our Inter as to 
be prepared to meet Death with Comfort: 
And it concerns Seamen, above others, to be 
prepared for this, becauſe they are above others 
expoſed to it. And yet it is too true, that 
many of them not only overlook both 'their 
Dangers and Deliverances, but even offend and 


- provoke God in the midſt of them. How many 


have been heard to blaſpheme God in the midſt 


of a Storm ; when, without a wenderful Ap- 


pearance of his Mercy, they muſt immediately 


| e And how many too have been ſeen 


iſordered in Drink, in their way of rejoicing, ſo 
ſoon as their Danger was over ? As if the 4 
ice 
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Vice of Drunkenneſs was a proper Thank-Of- 
fering to the all-pure God. O monſtrous Im- 
piety ! of which, God will one Day ſhew Men 
the Madneſs and Folly, and will convince them 
of the horrible and deſtructive Nature of all Un- 
godlineſs. For indeed, the ſerious Thoughts of 


every one that deſerves the Name of Man, 


muſt needs condemn ſuch odious Unthankful- 
neſs and Inſenſibleneſs, and the Spirit of a Chriſ- 
tian cannot but tremble at the Guilt of it. 

I come therefore, dear Countrymen, in the 
Bowels of a Chriſtian Brother, to you, as one 
that earneſtly defares your preſent and eternal 
Welfare ; beſeeching you, as you would be

would conſtantly maintain the Honour of cex- 
ſonable Beings, and the good Conſcience of

Worlds. You cannot but grant, that nothing 
can be more reaſonable or gelirable. than that 
you ſhould poſſeſs a ſteady Quietneſs and Com-

T is every ſober Perſon's Care, above all 

things, to ſecure his Peace with God: 
And in order to this, to walk uprightly with 
Men. This was St Paul's grand Concern, 
As xxiv. 16. * And herein do I exerciſe my- 
u ſelf, to have always. a Conſcience void of 
* Offence, towards God, and towards Men.“ 
And whoſoever prudently adjuſts t two 
Points, has a Wall of Braſs about h He 
fears nothing exceſlively, being girt with the 
n Armour of God.” He ** with Honour, 

and dies in Peace. 

As to the firft, our peace with God. 


Though it be always the principal Thing we 


have to mind; yet it is more properly your 
ſpecial Buſineſs before a Voyage, not only 
on the Account of the Dangers of it, but be- 
cauſe of the greater Enjoyment, of the Ordi- 
nances of God at Land than at Sea, and the 
better Opportunities of adviſing with Perſons 
fit to affiſt you in this great Work, It is a 

Concern 
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' Concern _—_ Importance, and there- 


fore ought fo be done with the greateſt Care, 
and the beſt Advice that we can poſſibly ob- 
tain. - And fince it is of ſuch unſpeakable 
Conſequerice, it ought not be the laſt Thing 


thought on; for it cannot with Safety be de- 
layed one Moment. It is a Wonder of Mer- 


cy, that God, who is a righteous Avenger of 
all Wickedneſs, ſpares a wilful Sinner one 
Year, or but one Month : And therefore, if 
this Paper falls into the Hands of ſuch as have 


neglected their Salvation many Years, and 


gone on preſumptuouſly in a continued Courſe 
of Diſobedience to God, I earneſtly beſeech 
him to bethink himſelf ſeriouſly of his Guilt 
and Danger : and that he would ſet himſelf, 
without delay, to ſecure the * one thing ne- 
ceſſary. ux For, fuch a one can have no rea- 
ſonable Comfort, whilft he is every Minute 
expoſed to the eternal Wrath of the Almighty 
God; and were he not ſtupified, and under 
the er of the © Spirit of Slumber,“ he 
could“ 
Comfort, till he had ſome Ground to hope, 


that the infinite Majeſty of Heaven was a- 


toned towards him. 7 

And therefore, let us preſs you, my Bro- 
ther, to do all your worldly Buſineſs, as one 
that has a Soul fixed on ſomething higher and 
better than Fhings on Earth; and that you 
never ſeek to enlarge your Profits in this 
World, by any ſuch Means as will endamage 


your Intereſts in that to come. For, alas! 


what a dark and dreadful Thing is it to live 
as without God in the World? To have 
— A 5 Reaſon, 
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ither eat, nor drink, nor ſleep with 
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Reaſon, but not to uſt it? Ta have a Con- 
ſcience, and to oppreſs it, and make it our 
eternal Enemy? To have the Offer of eter- 
nal Bliſs, and to negleR it to aus everlaſting 
Undoing ? And becauſe this is the unhappy 
Caſe of too many; in order to their Attain- 


ment of 2 better State, I pray 
der thrae Things.

III. The great Danger of deferring it, 


In the ficſt Place, take a ſerious View of the 
dreadful Caſe of a ſinful Life; where many 
Sins have been committed, and each of them 
lies as a cruſhing Weight upon the Conſcience: 
and there appears no effectual Repentance, 
but, on the contrary, a daily Repetition. of the 
fame and other Provocations. In this Caſe, 
the Man is not only at a Diſtance from God, 
but in War againſt him, He is diſaffected 
towards the Government of Gad, deaf to his 
Calls, and averſe to his Will and Pleaſure. 
This is indeed the general Caſe of all wicked 
Men, whoſe Hearts are turned from God 
to Sin and Vanity : and todie in ſuch a State, 
would be their Ruin to all Eternity. For, 
alas ! we may at the firſt Thought be con- 
vinced, that ſuch as do not love God, nor de- 
fire to draw near to him, are unfit for Hea- 
ven; And that ſuch as have no Likeneſs to 
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God, nor Acquaintance with him, are not 
his Children, and have no Inheritance in his 
Kingdom. his demonſtrates the Neceſſity 
of Spiritual Regeneration ; and ſhews us, that 


without ſuch a holy Transformation of Soul, 


we cannot enter into the Kingd&m of God. And 
indeed, all the Commandments and Ordi- 
nances of God tend to bring us to this holy 
and renewed State of Soul, which alone is 
capable of God's Favour here and hereafter. 
You muſt therefore Enow, (for every one 
will ſooner or later feel it) © that it is an evil 
thing, and a bitter to ſin againſt the Lord.“ It 
can be no light Matter to contemn infinite 
Majeſty, and trample on infinite Authority 
and Perfection. If a Word againſt an earthly 
Prince deferves temporal Death; what lefs 
than eternal Sufferings can an Offence againſt 
the Almighty Sovereign of the World deſerve ? 
Sin againſt him has thrown down Multitudes 
of Angels from Heaven, ſtript them of their 
heavenly Glory, and loaded them with “ ever- 
laſting Chains of Dazkneſs.* Sin has driven 
Man out of Paradife, and brought Briers and 
Barrenneſs upon the Face of the. Earth, and 
diffuſed an univerſal Variance upon the lower 
Creation, It has pulled down Showers of Fire 
and Brimſtone, to deſtroy ſeveral. Cities and 
their Inhabitants; yea, it has deſtroyed one 
World already by an univerfal Flood, and when: 
the Sins of this World are ripe, they will kin- 
dle thoſe dreadful Flames foretold in the 
Scripture, wherein the * Heavens ſhall paſs 
„away, and the Elements be melted down; 
and, in ſhort, which will put an End to = | 
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viſible Frame of Things, and be an Introdue- 


tion to thoſe unquenchable Flames wherein all 


ungodly Perſons will be for ever tormented. 
In how ſad a Caſe is that Perſon then, who 
has a vaſt Load of Sin upon his Conſcience, and 
ig the «cruſhing Weight by 
new Guilt! How terrible will the Senſe of 


his Sin be; when once he comes to ſee it! It 
is enough to diſtract him, when he ſees Death 


approaching, and his Day of Mercy eloſing: 
Much more when he comes to appear before 
that great and holy God, whom he has de- 
ſpiſed and affronted all his Days; and when 
he hears himſelf juſtly doomed to that inex- 
preſſible Torture which can never be redreſs- 
ed. Hell is the Place where God will ſhew 


the Dreadfulneſs of his Wrath in the Height 


of it, and will make his Power known in the 
Puniſhment of his Enemies: Romans ix. 22. 
5s What if God, willing to ſhew his Wrath, 


um and to make his Power known, endured 


* with much long-ſuffering the Veſſels fitted 
3% for Deſtruction “ As if it were ſaid, ** God 
« will at laſt ſhew, how miſerable his Al- 
« mighty Power can make thoſe who have 


long abuſed his Mercies ;” which is enough 


to make the Ears of every one that hears it 
to tingle, and to fill every Soul with Horror 
that muſt conſider this as his own Caſe; as it 
will indeed be every Sinner's Condition, with- 
out timely and effectual Repentance, within a 


little Space. , 


Nor have you yet fully ſeen the Depth of 
your Sin and Miſery till you come to the Root 


of it, namely, that na ural Corruption, * 
| ike 
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like a falſe Bias, inclines us to Evil, and in- 
diſpoſes us for that which is ſpiritually Good. 


5 For the Fleſh luſteth againſt the Spirit, and 


jg contrary to it,” Gal. v. 17. Which the 
ſame Apoſtle affirms to be the common Con- 
dition of Men before their Sanctification by 
the holy Spirit; Eph. ii. 3. Among whom 
u we all had our Converſation in time paſt, 
jn the Luſt. of our Fleſh, fulfilling the De- 
u fires of the Fleſh and of the Mind, and 
u were by Nature the Children of Wrath, 
u even as o:hers.“ And our bleſſed Saviour 
hence ſhews us the Neceſſity of being “ born 
u again by his Spirit; namely, becauſe that 
u which is born of the Fleſh is Fleſh,* John 
iii, 6. A carnal Man can act no better than 
his carnal Principles diate, lead, and impel 
him; and therefore, “ ſuch as are in the Fleſh 
cannot pleaſe God,® Rom. viii. 8. Becauſe 
* the carnal Mind is Enmity againſt God: 


n For it is not ſubject to the Law of God, 


neither indeed can be.“ And I-preſs you, 
my Brother, to canfider theſe Things deeply; 
becauſe without a due Senſe of our natural 
Depravity we ſhall not duly value our ſpiri- 
tual Phyſician, the Lord Jeſus Chriſt; nor 
rightly apply his Remedies, namely, the 
quickning, regenerating, and ſanctifying Works 
of his holy Spirit, by which we myſt become 
new Creatures, if we would be of his Flock, 
and partake of the Hope which he hath ſet 
before us. For, © whoſoever is in Chriſt Je- 
u ſus, is a new Creature; old things ate paſs- 
ed away, and all things are become new,® 
2 Cor. v. 17. And this ſhews the unregene- 

rate

rate. Perſon the Depth of his Mifery, for that 
he had not only done a Muliitude af ill things 


already, but is inclined, through the Corrup- 
tion of his Nature, and the Power of ill Cuſ- 


tom, to repeat the fame Provocation again; 


and is like co grow worſe and worſe, till he 
has filled up the Meafure of his Sin,“ ex- 
cept he inſtanily applies himſelf to the * Foun- 
„ tain opened for Sin and for Uncleanneſs. 
Which leads me to the ſecond Particular. 

II. The Poffibility of obtaining Pardon and 
Peace with our offended God. For © God is by 
s Feſus Chriſt reconciling the World to him- 
5 ſelf, not imputing their I reſpaſſes, “ 2 Cor. 
v. 19. And by this one Mediator betwixt 
God and Man, a the Salvation of the worſt 
of Sinners is eflectually provided for, if they 


timely and effectually lay "hold on the ſpiritual 


Remedies that are ſet before them in the Goſ- 
For we are there aſſured, that the Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt © is able to ſave to the uttermoſt 
* thoſe.that come to God by him, * He, vii, 
25. And he is as willing as he is able to 
ſave : For, © whoſoever comes to him, he will 
& in no wiſe caſt out,” John vi. 37. In. theſe 
two Promiſes, the Sum of the glad Fidings of 
the Goſpel is comprehended ; which. is, That 
when a Sinner becomes truly ſenſible of his 


corrupt, accurſed, and periſhing Eſtate, by 


reaſon of his Sins, and perceives the Suitable- 


neſs, Sufficiency, and Readineſs of the Lord 


Jeſus to ſupply all the Good he wants, and to 
prevent the Evil he fears; and when, in this 
Perſuaſion, he truly applies and dedicates bim- 


ſelf to God through his Son Jeſus Chriſt, in a 
penitent 
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penitent and fiducial manner, with an earneſt 
Deſire and Purpoſe to glorify God, and obey 
his Spirit, and abferve bis Will; the Lord 
us Chriſt will receive ſuch a Perſon inta his 
ela, and entich him with his Grace, Mercy, 
and Peace, bere and for ever. And whereas 
the chief Things we want, are fpiritual In- 
ſtruction, Pardon, Purity, and evetlaſtin 
Salvation ; * He is of God made unto ug Wiſ- 
dom, Righteouſneſs, Sanctification, and Re- 
„ demption,” 1 Cir. i. 30. He is anointed of 
God to be our Prophet, Prieſt, and King, 10 
infirut us both by his Word and Spirit in the 
Will of God, and to be a Peace - Offering for 
us, and to train us up in the ſpiritual Govern- 
ment of his Goſpel, ſo as to fit us for his 
eternal Kingdom. And it is the vital Property 
of true Faith, to accept of this Saviour of 
Men in theſe ſaving Offices, and to truſt in 
him, and to live to. him, through his Grace, 
which prevails in ſuch a true Believer; and 
through his holy Spirit, who abides with him 
as a ſpiritual Monitor, Helper and Comforter; 
yea, as 2 vital Principle of divine Light, Life, 
Affection, and Power. I have inſiſted the 
longer on this Point, becauſe it is the Subſtance 
of the Chriſtian Faith, and of God's Cove- 
nant of Grace with Men; and is the only 
Way to Peace with God, and the folid Ground 
of our Hope in Jeſus Chriſt. And therefore 
(becauſe I would make this Diſcourſe as ſhort 
as | can, without omitting any thing material) 
I ſhall be the briefer in what remains. 
By this time, my Brother, you cannot but 
ſee the diſmal Caſe of ſuch ſenſeleſs — 
Wig 
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who daily affront-almighty God, and have no 


regard to his holy Will and Laws; who do 
not apply themſelves effectually to the Media- 


tor betwixt God and Man, and will not ſubmit 


to the Terms of Peace which he propöſes, 
which is the only Way toeverlaſting Happineſs. 


Now this leads me to the third Particular. 
III. Confider the dreadful Riſk you run 

every Moment that you defer the ſecuring 

your Peace with God. You have no rational 


Comfort. Your God is highly offended, your 


Conſcience is armed-againft you, you have no 
Blefling in any thing you enjoy, and all your 
Hopes, as well as Enjoyments, will periſh 
with this Life, which hangs by a very ſlender 
Thread ; which a thouſand Diſeaſes and ten 
thouſand Accidents, may cut off; and then 
you fall irrecoverably into that flaming Pit 
which the fierce Anger of God has kindled, 
and which his angry Breath will blow up into 


a dreadful Rage for ever. Ah! How can 


you eat, or drink, or fleep with Comfort, 
whilſt your Caſe is thus diſmal ? 

Who can ſtand in the Sight of an Almighty 
Being when he is angry? Can you fight againſt 
God, and prevail? Are you not afraid left he, 
who governs all things, ſhould ſet the whole 
Creation againſt you ? leſt he ſhould command 
Fire from Heaven to conſume you ; or cauſe 
the Deep to ſwallow you up; or ſmite you 
with ſuch torturing Diſeaſes in your Body, 


and Agonies of Mind, as may make avort of 


Hell upon Earth? How can you ſtant on the 
Brink of ſuch a Precipice without Horror? or 


look ſeriouſly backward or fogward without 
crying 
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crying out for Mercy, whilſt there is yet Hope? 
How can you but flee to ſome pious Miniſter 
or Friend, and intreat him to tell you, * what 
u you ſhould do to be ſaved from the Wrath 
5 to come? 5 . 

And here foraſmuch as the holy Ordinances 
of God are the Means appointed to propagate 
and advance this ſpiritual Life; you muſt, as 
you love your Soul, be very ſerious and con- 
ſtant in improving all Opportunities of hear- 
ing God's holy Word, and of public and pri- 
vate Prayers, and, in due time, of Receiving 
the holy Sacrament. The rather, becauſe the 
want of thoſe Precious Seaſons, is uſually the 
moſt unhappy Circumſtance of the Sea-faring 
Life. Afure yourſelf, my Brother, that thoſe 
Means whereby God has promiſed to beſtow

t bis Grace and Mercy on ſuch as duly apply 
, Withemſelves to them, are of infinite Advantage 
o bo us: And all wiſe and good People have ever 
n Wchoſen Death; or the utmoſt Miſeries of this

ed Ways of Recourſe to God, and Commu- 
y Wnion with him. And though formal and ſen- 
it Wlual People trifle with theſe Pearls, and per- 
*, baps trample them under their Feet; coming 
le but now and then to the public Congregation, 
d and then but in a vain and ſinful manner; it 
ſe W's far otherwiſe with ſuch as are ſpiritually 
u Nenlivened, and with ſuch as are, by the want 
„ Wo them in Times of Perſecution, brought to 
of Wknow their Value. Theſe are willing to ſa- 
de erifce all their Enjoyments in this World, 
or iather than be deprived of theſe Preparations 
lor the World to come. And therefore, as

avs t 
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you defire Salvation, you muſt loſe no Op- 
portunity of enjoying God's public Ordinan- 
ces, whereever God affords you fo precious a 
Seaſon. |

Thus having ſpoken to the only Way of tb. 
Peace with God, I proceed to ſay ſomething I an 
about our upright Dealing with Men; which 
was the ſecond Thing recommended to your 
Care, and without which it will be impoſſible 
to make or keep your Peace with God: Fot 
God is the Lawgiver of thoſe fix Command- 
ments which relate to Men, as well as tho:

You muſt redreſs this, 
Gentlemen, or feel the heavy Diſpleaſure of 
God againſt you here and hereafter. For 
without Doubt many Commanders are puniſh- 
ed from God, by the Diſorder, Mutiny, and 
Rebellion of their Crews, for their worſe than 
Heatheniſh Neglect of divine Worſhip, You 
may be ſure of it, God will not loſe the End 
he propoſes in making any one Man under the 
Heavens ; which is, to be glorified by him : 
And if Men will not do him Honour by their 
Obedience, God will be glorified in their Suf- 
ferings.

Thus having excited and directed you to 


the noble and bleſſed Duty of Devotion, | 


only deſite you to furniſh yourſelf with Books 
proper to aſſiſt you in it, and I paſs on to 
another Duty, which neceſſarily falls in with 
it, which is, 

II. The lie Obſervance of the Lord's 
Day; for whereever this Duty is neglected, a 
whole Tide of Wickedneſs will flow in at the 
Breach. And as God hath * bleſſed this Day, 
and ballowed it,“ ſo they unbleſs themſelves, 


and obſttuct their own Mercies, who profane 
it 
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it. Now, methinks, except it be in Streſs of 
Weather, in which the real Work of Neceſ- 
fity will not profane the Day, a Ship's Com- 
pany may obſerve the Solemnity of this ſa- 
cred Day of our Lord with great Decency and 
Conveniency. They have a conſiderable 
Congregation at a Minute's Call; and if there 
be no Chaplain on Board, the Commander 
may by hnnlelf, or ſome other fit Perſon, ce- 
lebrate the Worſhip of God, and read a Ser- 
mon, or Part of ſome pious Book, and ſing 


Pſalms with them. For he muſt conſider the 


Company on Board as his Family, during the 
Voyage; and as ſuch, it will become and be- 
hove bim to make due Proviſion for their Souls 
and Bodies, And if he be worſe than an In- 
fide] that provides not bodily Food for his Fa- 
mily. to neglect their Souls will be a-double 
Infidelity. As God therefore has made a Se- 
paration of this Day to himſelf, I beſeech you, 
even for God's ſake, that you would piouſly 
diſtinguiſh it by peculiar Acts. of Devotion 
and Religion. Be as reſerved and retired as 
you can upon this Day of the Lord; for it is 
a happy Fence againſt all Impiety. 

III. Keep ſtrictly and conſcientiouſly from 


profane Swearing and Curſing; for where this 


is indulged, there is an End of all reaſonable 
Pretences to Religion. It is, alas ] the baſeſt 
and ſillieſt Thing in the World, for ſuch as 
own the Being of a great and terrible God, to 
treat him with Scorn and Reproach, What 
can we think of thoſe ſenſeleſs, thoughtleſs 
Creatures, who ſeem to pray to God one 
Hour, and openly defy him the next? Who 

B3 | own 
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own that they depend upon God for all the 

Enjoyments and Hopes of this Life, and that 

to come; and yet «provoke him to his Face, 
(and this for a Matter of: no Concernment) 
and in effect challenge him to. do his worſt ? 
Who can reconcile theſe Peoples contradic- 
tory Doings ? In their Health and Proſperity 
they defy God, and treat him with Wanton- 
neſs and Scorn; but in Sickneſs and Danger, 
they crouch and fall on their Knees before 
him; and in bitter Cries and Tears intreat 
his Mercy. O my Brother! Abhor this Vil- 
lainy with entire Hatred and Indignation, 
Honour God at all Times, whatever Fools 
and Madmen do. God will be found of ſuch 
as ſeek and fear him, but he abhors the 
* trifling and deceitful Man,“ and he“ will 
1 for ever caſt off ſuch as forſake him.“ 

It would therefore be a Point of great Piety 
and Prudence in ſuch as have the Command 
of Ships, when they make their Agreement 
with any Sailor, or with any other Perſon, 
whom they- intend to take 'with 'them-in their 
Voyage, that they make. it a Part of their 
Contract, that they ſhall ſubmit to ſuch a 
: Forfeiture or Penalty, whenever they Swear, 
Curſe, get Drunk, or careleſsly neglect pub- 
lic Prayers; which would ſtop their Mouths 
as to any Complaint of hard Uſage, when they 
. deliberately bring any ſuch Puniſhment upon 
| themſelves ; and it would be a very righteous 
and commendable Piece of Diſcipline in the 
Sight of God and all good Men. And there- 
fore I cannot but ſay, that it is very much 
in the Power of the Commander of a Ship to 
ſupprels 
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ſuppreſs the open Swearing and Diſorders of 
the Ship's Company. For, as to Swearing, 
there needs little more than the declared Re- 
ſolution and good Example of the Captain : 
By which ſeveral Commanders of late, and 
more of old, have at once rid their Ships of 
it, And fince the noble Zeal of a few wor- 
thy Perſons have, (notwithſtanding all the 
Diſcouragements they met with in attempting 
it) by the Bleſſing of God given a viſible Check 
to the Vices of the greateſt Part of our Na- 
tion: There cannot but be a much greater 
Likelihood of effecting it in a Ship's Company, 
who are continually under the Captain's Eye 
and Command. And ſuch a Commander 
ought to conſider, that thoſe Sins which he 
might have prevented by the juſt Exerciſe of 
his Authority, will at laſt be moſt juſtly charg- 
ed to his Account. 

IV. I would adviſe you to ſhun all Gam- 
ing. If I could only diſſuade you from con- 
tentious, covetous, unreaſonable, and immo- 
derate Gaming, 1 know it would appear more 
plauſible, but then [ fear it would not remedy 
the Diſtemper, For the Habit of Gaming 
ſeldom knows Moderation, or admits of Li- 
mits or Rules: And it is therefore uſually at- 
tended with Multitudes of Miſchiefs. It oc- 
caſions Broils and Quarrels, and ſometimes 
Bloodſhed ; it waſtes Time, and conſumes 
Wealth, and introduces Sloth and Inadver- 
tency, with Neglect of Buſineſs ; and what is 
ſtill worſe, it uſually indiſpoſes Men for their 
Devotion, and all ſerious Thought, It puz- 
zles and perplexes their Minds with ſuch a

be witching ſort of Reſtleſsneſs and roving after 
Vanity, that they have ſcarce the Command 
of themſelves, or the Maſterſhip of their own 
Faculties; and are therefore expoſed to much 
Evil by the inward Diſorder which it produces. 
And therefore I would earneſtly perſaade the 
Perſon to whom I wiſh beſt, wholly to re- 
frain it. We do not want theſe pretended 
Diverſions, which are no better than real A- 
muſements. There is much pleaſanter En- 
tertainment in ingenious Diſcourſe, in many 
pleaſant and uſeful Hiſtories, and in other 
divertive Books, which, as Sauce, will invite 
you to fall in with more ſerious Treatiſes in 
' their Seaſon alſo

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For hereby you diſcourage their Commerce 
with you, and drive them from you, as from 
a common Enemy, And do not think within 
yourſelf, that you ſhall never be called in 
Queſtion for the Ill you do in a ſtrange Land, 
ſo remote from the Place of your Abode ; or 
that it is uncertain whether ever you ſhall 
trade into that Part of the World again; or 
if you Co, that it is a thouſand to one whether 
you ſhall have Dealings with the ſame Perſon 
again: For to be ſure the injured Perſon will 
loudly proclaim your Fraud, and make it the 
worſe for all that are of your Country or Re- 
ligion.

VIII. Acquit your Conſcience with all poſ- 


mitted to you by your dying Brethren. II 
any of the Ship's Company is.ſeized by Death, 
at a Diſtance from his dear. Wiſe, Children, 
or other Relations, and; commits his Goods 
and Concerns to your Truſt in their Behal,, 
it is a moſt baſe, a moſt wretched, and curſcd 
Thing, to embezzle the leaſt Part of this ſo- 
lemn Bequeſt, and to be at once unfaithful buth 
to the living and to the dead. And it is a juſt 
Provocation to God, to put you and yours into 
the very ſame Circumſtances, or to permit 
me Ghoſt of the abuſed Perſon to haunt and 
perplex you, as ſome have been ſaid to have 
done on ſuch Occaſions, So that even when

Andi 
indeed, thete is ſomething in all unjuſt Deal- 
ing of ſuch a Nature, as is enough to tie up 
our Hands from the leaſt meddling in ſo hein- 
ous a Tranſgreſſion. For, if you ever re- 
pent of it, you muſt reſtore it again to the 
Owner or his Heirs; and if you do not tre- 
=p of it, you cannot eſcape eternal Sufferings. 
or it. 

IX. Make due Proviſion for your Families. 
and Relations. It is a public and a continued 


. by 
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by a profuſe Indulgence of his own Lufts or 
Vanity. St Paul baniſhes ſuch out of the 
Society of Chriſtian People, yea, and thinks 
the Company of Infidels to good for them 
that * neglect to provide for their own Houſ- 
5: hold,“ and ſuch as depend upon them. For 
indeed, the Birds of the Air, and the Beaſts 
of the Field, take all poſſible Care of this; 


and the very © Sea-Monſters ſtreich out their 


* Breaſts to their young,” Lam. iv. 3. Or 
if your Condition be ſuch, that you have no 
Family, nor any poor Relations who need your 
Help; yet Frugality, Diligence, and a ſober 
Concern for your temporal Eſtate, is always 
the Duty of a Chriftian, that he may be in a 

ficter Condition to give than to receive. 
X. Maintain due Chriſtian Love, Peace, 
and Brotherhood, amongſt yourſelves. Love 
and , reſpect your Commanders and Officers, 
according to their Stations: Help and ſuccour 
one another, All of you together are as one 
compact Body, and every one ought to be 
treated with Love and tender Regard. O 
what a ſweet and pleaſant Thing would a 
Voyage be, if the whole, or at leaſt the Ma- 
jority of the Ship's Company, were of a truly 
Chriftian Spirit and Behaviour? The Officers 
would treat thoſe under them with Kindnels 
and Humanity; and Inferiors would humbly 
obey them with Readineſs and Chearfulneſs, 
and upon Occaſion adventure their Lives for 
their Sakes, All people would admire and 
bleſs them, ® joying and beholding their Or- 
der * and the God of Love and Peace . 
e 
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be with them. But where it is otherwiſe, 
there is little Comfort, and no Bleſſing from 
God. 

And when you come to any Port, let no- 
thing induce you to defraud the Government 
of its juſt Cuſtoms, * Render unto Ceſar 
u the Things that are Ceſat's, “ Matt. xxii. 
21. And though many People think it a 
light Matter to defraud the Public, yet ſurely 
the Crime is greater Where the whole Nation 
is injured, than where it only affects a ſingle 
Perſon. | 

Theſe are all of them Things of great Con- 
cernment to you, my Brethren; and if you 
take due Care to put them in Practice, the 
Peace of God will fill and chear your Hearts, 
and his Bleſſing will be with you, in your go- 


ing out, and coming in; and nothing will be- 


fal you, but what will certainly turn to your 
Good, either in itſelf, or in its Conlequences 
which is ſufficient to make any Condition upon 
Earth happy. 


III. After a VOYAGE. 


S Uppoſing now, my Brother, that the good 
Providence of God has led you fafely 
through all the Dangers of your Voyage, and 
brought you with Joy to the Sight of your 
Native Land, and the many Comforts which 
attend it: It is my Defire that you ſhould 
behave yourſelf in a truly Chriſtian Manner 
in theſe happy Circumſtances alſo ; which is 

the laft Thing I propoſed to remind you of. 
I. And 
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I. And here, in the firſt Place, delay not 
to render unfeigned Thanks to your good God, 
who has been your Guardian in all your Dif 
ficulties, your Deliverer in Time of Danger, 

our Preſerver Day and Night, and your con- 
tinual Benefactor. MAJaimonides, a learned 
Jew, tells us, that the Jews took ſuch Notice 
of the various Perſons whoſe Afflictions and 
Deliverances arc repreſented in the cviith 
Pſalm, that it became an Order in their Church 
that theſe feur kind of Perfons ſhould give 
public Thanks to God in the Congregation : 
Namely the Sic, when he is healed ; the 
Priſoner, when he is releaſed; the Travellir, 
when he comes to his Journey's End ; and the 
Seaman, when he comes ſaſe to Land. And 
this was to be done ſolemnly before a public 
Aſſembly, where at leaſt ten of the Elders 
were preſent ; which they inferred from ver, 
32. where it is ſaid, Let them exalt him 
5 alſo in the Congregation of the People, and 
s praiſe him in the Aſſembly of the Elders. 
This was a very pious Order, worthy of per- 


| petual Obſervance, For as it is natural to a 


ſenſible Perſon to pray to God when he is in 


Danger, it is as reaſonable and decent that 


he ſhould praiſe him when he obtains Deli- 
verance. And here the Seamen has as great 
Rezſon as any one to preſent his hearty. Thanks 
and Praiſe to the God of his Mercies, A 
proſperous Voyage is a marvelous Scene of 
God's Goodneſs, a Goodneſs vaſter than: the 
Ocean he fails upon; by which he is ſup- 
ported under many diſmaying Occurrences, 
and delivered in a thouſand Dangers, What 
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a Mercy is the Preſervation of the Mariner's 


Health in different Climates, and the very 


Extremities of Heat and Cold; and in the 
Uſe of ſuch Proviſions as tend to nouriſh Diſ- 
eaſes? What a curious Diſplay of God's 
particular Providence is it, that he makes the 
lame Wind to an{wer the Ends of ſo many 
particular Perſons, though bound to various 
Ports? How watchful is the Preſerver of 
Men, who defends them from the Rocks 
Shelves, Banks and Sands, which lie ready to 
deſtroy them, and who preſerves a little reel- 
ing Veſlel amidſt the mountainous Swellin 
of the foaming Ocean! But who but Sea- 
men themſelves can tell us the extraordinary 
and miraculous Appearances of God's Good- 
nels which they have experienced ; from whom 
we have many ſurpriſing Accounts of their 
Ships being kept from foundering by ftrange 
and miraculous Means; and of ſome Ships 
Companies preſerved from ſtarving, by means 
no leſs amazing, Let all theſe your Expe- 
riences of God's gracious Providence conſtrain 
ou, my Brother, to a raiſed and abidin 
hankfulneſs to the all-good God; who uſu- 
ally encourages our Thankfulneſs for one 
Mercy, by a Multitude of others. And leſt 
any ſignal Mercy ſhould flip out of your Me- 


mory, 


Mercies of God in ſome Book for that Pur- 
poſe ; which will be a T hing of great Pleaſure 
and Advantage to you. For, by reading 
them over as you fit in your Houſe, and in 
rehearſing them to your Relations and

II. Let me adviſe you to record the ſpecial |

| neſs to the gracious Preſerver of Men. 

It is indeed greatly to be lamented, that 
many of God's extraordinary Providences upon 
the Seas have been utterly loſt by the Heed- 
leſſneſs of ſuch as have been favoured with 
them : Whereas theſe Demonſtrations of God's 
Being, and his gracious and ſpecial Care of 
Man ought to' be recorded in ſome Public 
Regiſter, or however, to have been ſet down 
in your Journals and Diaries. And I take this 
Opportunity to acquaint you, that 1 have for 
fome time kept a Book for this Purpoſe, where- 
in I ſhall be ready to inſert any ſuch miracu- 
lous Providence of God, well atteſted ; as J 
have already done ſuch as came to my Hands 
by ungue/tionabls Evidence. 

III. Beware of all Intemperance in. your 
Rejoicing with your Friends, and in your 
mutual Entertainments. Our Joy is more 
apt to render us uncircumſpect than our Sor- 
row; and we had therefore need to double our 
Watch in any unuſual Joyfulneſs, left it prove 
a Snare to us, through the Subtilty of * him 
5 that lies in wait to deceive.* Take good 
heed therefore, that you do not drink too freely 
with your many Friends that ſurround you to 
congratulate your ſafe Arrival: For it is as 
unſeemly and odious in the Sight of God, to 
ſee ſuch as are preſerved by his _—_—

Ordinances, How reeſonable is this! And 
How vile and baſe is the contrary! As it 5 He 
the moſt fit and comely Thing in the World 6 
to glorify our good and bleſſed God, *in woe ore 
#u Hands our Breath is, and whoſe are all our anc 
* Ways :“ So is it the vileſt and moſt execta- 
ble Thing imaginable, to treat infinite Love 
0 Win 
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with Scorn, and infinite Majeſty with Dire” 
ſpect. And therefore every reaſonable Crea- 
ture ought to ſuffer any thing in the World 
rather than act contrary to the Will of him 
who gave him his Being, and all the Comforts 
and Hopes of it: To whom be Praiſe, Glory, 
and Honour evermore. 


And now, if upon the whole, any one ſhould 
ſay within himſelf; theſe many ſtrict Rules are 
too great a Burden, and I cannot bear it; it is 
too great a Hardſhip to be always tied to Rules, 
and to ſtand continually upon one's Guard : 

I anſwer, (1.) This is no more but to live 
up to the noble Dictates of right Reaſon, and 
ſound Wiſdom ; and can it be the Burden of 
any Creature to live up to his true Nature and 
Preeminence ? Can it be grievous to you, my 
Brother, to maintain the Dignity of a reaſon- 
able Being, and to ſhun the vile and baſe Doin 
of brute Beaſts, which have no Underſtand- 
ing? Can you once imagine, that you ſhould 
had greater Joy in the Life of a Beaſt, if you 
could degenerate into it, than in the Divine 
Life and bleſſed Hope of a Man, and a Chriſ- 
tian? This would be fo abſurd and wretched 
a Thought, that all Mankind would rife up 
and condemn it with paſſionate Indignation. 
We muſt therefore account God's Laws our 
Honour and Advancement, for they really are 
ſo; and if we, live up to them, we ſhall have 
great Peace and Comfort within our own Breafts, 
and a very general Reſpect and Eſteem with 
the better Part of the World.

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And therefore, (2.) To live by the Rules of 
our bleſſed Religion, tends to produce the mot 
pleaſant and delightful Sort of Life. It is 21 / 
walking with God; it is a noble Exerciſe of 
a raiſed and refined Love towards the preateſ:

And if it ſhould be ſaid, that he that lies ce 
thus as I have ſuggeſted, and ſhould till be dep 
upon the Reſerve, for Fear of offending God, |MGo 
would be ſufficiently ſcoffed and laughed at. nd 
by Sea or Land; I reply, That the Scoffs of Sf 
i People can do us no manner of Hurt, adi.

pertinent Words, by which he is juſtly pro- 
voked to cut you off in a Moment, and to 
caſt you into remedileſs Torment. This is 
what no) Man dares do in Caſes of leſs Dun- 
* You dare not revile a General at the 

ead of his Army; no, nor rouze a ſleeping 
Lion when you are within the Reach of his 
Paws, And is the almighty God the- only 
contemptible Being in your Account, that 
may be provoked without Fear, and offended 
without Puniſhment ? Do you net read what 
be hath annexed to his Third Commandment ? 


namely, that he will not hold him guiltleſs 


% that taketh his Name in vain :* That is, 
that he will certainly and terribly puniſh ſuch 
as profane it. And you are- every Minute in 
danger of this: For God: is a'righteous Judge, 
and will do as be hath ſaid. -- | 
2. And, in the next Place, your Baſeneſs 
and Ingratitude is as great as your Danger: 
For it is a moſt ſenfeleſs Thing to deſpiſe that 
almighty Being which you at, other Times 
adore. Is it not a ridiculous Folly to fall on 
our Knees to God one Hour, and to blaſ- 
pheme him the next? One would not think 
that this could be done by any one that has. 
E; Any 
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any Senſe or Conſideration, For it is per- 
fectly horrible to the Reaſon of Man, that any 
one ſhould defy the God that made him, and 
— whoſ | ys bly Breath W and by whom 
de will be made infinitely happy, or unſpeak- 
ably miſerable, to all Eternit on 2 * 
3. This is ſuch an Extremity of Sin, as can 
- be matcbed in Hell, where. all are deſpe- 
rate, and without Hope of Mercy. The 
damned Devils, and the Souls of Men in Hell, 
may be ſuppoſed to rave and blaſpheme in 
their Torment, becauſe they know that their 
Chains of Darkneſs are everlaſting, and can 
never be knocked off. But for Man, who 
ſwims in the River of God's Goodneſs, and 
is viſited with freſh Preſents of his Love every 
Moment; for this Favourite Creature to ſet 
his Mouth againſt the Heavens, and to blaſ- 
pheme a gracious, a patient, and bountiful 
God, is a Height of Sin which exceeds the 
Blackneſs of Hell itſelf, N 

4. And all this is done againſt God, with- 
out ſo much as pleaſing any one of our Senſes, 
It is a taſteleſs and fruitleſs Sin. It brings no 
Pleaſure to the Palate, or Gain to the Purſe; 
and it may even puzzle the profane Perſon 
himſelf to tell us for what it is he ſells his 
Soul. Indeed he does not ſell it at all in this 
Caſe; he prodigally gives away his Soul with- 
out Repentance, to the Devil, and parts with 
a bleſſed Eternity for nothing. 
J. And it is. farther to be conſidered, that 


the Tongue of Man is his Glory, and human

is given to Mam that he might glorify God 
who gave it to him. And will you, dare yo 
the Uſe of fo divine a Gift? Do but 
conſider how wonderful a Thing the Speech of 
Man is, which, by the little different Motions - 
of the Tongue and Lips, does plainly and diſ- 
tinctly pronounce Millions of Words. Now, 
to abufe ſuch an excellent Faculty, is much 
worſe than to be wholly deprived of it; fo that 
the Blaſphemer is viler than the. very Beaſts. 
and the Time may come, when he ſhall wiſh. 
that he had been born dumb as- they, or: that 
his Lips had been perpetually . cloſed, rather 
than to have opened them to his own Conſu- 
lion and Condemnation, | 

6. And it is a very u Circumſtance 
of their Sin, that the Neturas of it are fe- 
quent. Though it is of fo horrible a Nature 
and of ſuch. infinite Guilt, yet it may be te- 
peated many times in a Minute; yea, we find 
ſome muhiplying: their Oaths in the fame 
Breath, In many other groſs Sins it eannot- 
be ſo: If a Man be overcome with«Driak, 
there muſt be à confiderable Space of Time 
eto he can be ſo again; or if he be given io 
profane the Sacred Day of 'our Lord, he can- 
not do it every Day. But the profane Swearer- 
is ready for another Oath. almoſt before the 
Sound of the firſt is out of our Ears. Ven, 
ſome double and treble them in one Sentence, 
even ſo as to confound the Senſe of what they 
ſay, by a horrible Din of Blaſphemy. Ah! 
what a vaſt Heap. of theſe heinous Sins lie at 
every common Swearcr's Door I It On |

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the Chriſtian Religion. It cannot be expected 
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be. apt to ſink him almoſt to Deſpair, if he 


could ſee the whole Sum of them. And O 
what a ſeared and ſenſeleſs Conſcience has he 


that feels not this mountainous Weight | 
7. Indeed, this outrageous Treatment of 
God's holy Name ſeems to be one of the ut- 
moſt Efforts of the Malice of Men againſt 
him. His Being is above their reach, and his 
Happineſs is unchangeable, and cannot be mo- 
leſted. But his Name may be profaned or 
glorified by Men. And ah ! with what Spite 
and Rancour do profane People treat it! And 
therefore how juſt is that terrible Threat, 
Deut. xxviii. 38. 5: If thou ſhalt not fear this 
3: glorious. and fearful Name, The Lord thy 
1, God, he will make thy Plagues wonderful.“ 
8. For hereby you harden Infidels againſt 


that they ſhould honour your God, when you 
yaurſelves deſpiſe him ; or that any ſhould em- 
brace your Religion, when you yourſelves 
trample it under your Feet. Yea, (with Grief 
and Shame, and Horror be it ſpoken) it is by 
reaſon of ſuch ſcandalous Impieties as theſe, 
that our holy Religion (the beſt and pureſt in 
itſelf) is become contemptible amongſt the 
Heathen : and that the bleſſed Name of the 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and his Doctrine, are de- 
ſpiſed. But * wo unto them by whom theſe 
Offences come ;u ſuch as never heard the Name 
of Chriſt, will fare better in the laſt Judgment, 
than ſuch as know it, and blaſpheme it. 

9. Yea, God himſelf teſtifies, that “ his 
Name is great among the Heathen,” Mal. 
i. II. 
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i. 11. And we find a heathen Emperor mak- 
ing a Decree, that © whoſoever ſpake any thing 
u amils of Almigh God, ſhould be cut in 
Pieces, and bis Houſe made a Dunghil,® 
Dan. iii. 22. And it was the firſt Maxim of 
a-heathen Philoſopher, that the higheſt Ve- 
% neration be always paid to God.” Which 
is indeed the Senſe of all Mankind ; and- to 
think or act otherwiſe, is to confound the very 
Order of Nature, And therefore we ſeldom 
find any mention of the Name of God in the 
holy Scriptures, without ſome other word join- 
ed with it, to ſtrike our Minds with Reverence : 
As, the holy Name, the bleed Name, the glari- 
ous Name, the great and terrible Name. And 
the Jews and Turks have always treated it with 
profound Veneration. So that it muſt be an 
inhuman, ſenſeleſs, and diabolical Fury, to con- 
tradit all natural and revealed Religion, and all 
the ſober Sentiments of Mankind, by polluting 
and profaning it. | GT - 
10. And therefore, how light and diſpro- 
portionable is that ſmall Puniſhment which 
our Legiſlators have laid upon this horrible 
Crime! And how highly praiſeworthy is the 
Zeal of thoſe worthy Perſons, who have en- 
gaged themſelves in Societies for the Suppreſs- 
ing of it, with dur other crying Enormities, 
by the Execution of the Laws, and have been 
ſo ſucceſsful therein. The ſcandalizing of a 
Nobleman, yea, or the defaming of a Man of 
Buſineſs oy Trade, is uſually puniſhed with 
the Forfeiture of Hundreds of Pounds: But 
ite great and terrible God is blaſphemed, and 
a teu People 
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People cry out of hard Uſage when they pay 
but a few Shillings, and ſuffer but t66 little 
Shame for the monſtrous Offence, But this 
is'a Clamour without Reaſon; and happy will 
they be, whp,. by this light Inflition are 
brought to a timely Senſe of their Sin and Folly 
and fo eſcape evedafiing Paniſhmerk in thoſe 
unquenchable Flames, where the Blaſphemer 
may be ſuppoſed to cry out of his parched 
Tongue, and fay, * It is juſtly tormented in 
u theſe Flames.“ 
11. Upon the whole: How is every Lover 
of God, of Man, and of the publick Good, 
bound in Conſcience to oppoſe this vile and 
horrible Sin ! to reprove it, to ſhame it, and 
in all fit Circumſtances to inform the Magi(- 
trate of it, and to do their utmoſt to baniſh 
it from þuman.. Society, For it breaks the 
Bounds of all that is ſacred, civil, or decent: 
and it is a molt high Offence againſt God, and 
an Affront to all that bear the Name of Chrilt, 
who are by ſolemn Vows obliged to reſent and 
oppoſe it. 0" 
12. For where this direful Sin prevails, how 
does it render that Place a ſort of Hell upon 
Earth? God is greatly honouzed in the Re- 
ions above. His Angels bleſs. him perpetu- 
ally, and the Saints above praiſe,. love, admire, 
and adore him. Yea, the Birds ſeem, in their 
Way, to ſing forth the Praiſes of their Creator, 
and the inanimate Creatures obſerve the Laws 
of their Creation: but wicked Men and damned 
Devils blaſpheme the Name of the moſt high 
God, and do him: Diſttonvur, But let me en- 
1 treat 
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treat all Perſons whatfoever, that have Reaſon 
and Self-Love, that they caſt not themſelves 
into this accurſed Herd of Blaſphemers ; left

; HE good Doctor having, in the 
preceding pious Advice to * 
r Page 26: urged à very juft — 
well · grounded Argument, to per- | 
uade you to the ſerious Practice of Religion, 
Ind more particularly to a devout and fober ' 
gehaviour on Shipboard,' namely, That it is | 
de moſt likely Means to prevent ** that Mu- 
tiny and Piracy in Ships, which he very 
truly ſays - diſturbs our Navigation, and 
| © brings 
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te brings a public Scandal and Odium on our 
Nation:“ You are earneſtly intreated to ac- 
cept of this further ind Admonition upon the 
ſame Subject; and eſpecially at this Time, 
becauſe theſe wicked Practices have of late 
been abundantly more common and notorious 
than formerly. In order to convince you of 
the preat Sinfulneſs and Danger of them in 
this World, as well as that to come; I ſhall 
ſpeak, in the firſt Place, of the Sinfulneſs and 
Danger of Mutiny ; becauſe that is always the 
Forerunner, and too commonly ends in the 
other Sin of Piracy. 


Let me therefore intreat you to conſider, 
firſt, «that as are Men, you are, with- 
out any particular Revelation, indiſpenſibly 
bound to live ſociably, for the Advancement 
of your own Good; it is a Principle even 
of natural Religion, that u we ſhould do ur- 
5: to Others, as we would have others.do unto 
s us zu by which you are obliged to behave 
yourſelves quietly and peaceably, to ſubmit 
yourſelves readily and chearfully to the Com. 
mands of your Supetiors, though they ſhould 
ſometimes happen to prove froward and im- 
perious ; to perform with Diligence and Care 
what you have yourſelves to by vo- 
luntary Agreement, for the better Advance- 
ment of your mutual Happineſs in your ſeve- 
ral Stations.
